PHILOSOPHY AND THEOLOGY 


It was probably. true to say that the ruling 
thonght, the fundamental doctrine of scholas- 
ticism, was that there was an alliance be- 
tweet. philosophy and theology. Yet it was 
undeniably true that. their theological pre- 
suppositions did not prevent the. school- 
men from raising question after question of 
abiding interest to philosophy. Let them 
agreeSthat all the great masters of scholas 
ticism‘ tmmersed themselves in the problem of 
reconciling philosophy with theology, reason 
with revelation, Yet, so far from this pre- 
venting them from giving fair attention to 
purely metaphysical: questions, it had the op- 
posite effect. To. the. question . whether 
philosophy as interpreted by the schoolmen 
was a mere handmaid to revealed religion, he 
suggestedthat they were men who ' recog- 
nised that the impact of revealed religion on 
men’s minds ‘had not only given fresh im- 
petus to the study of many great philosophi- 
eal questions, but also had been a cause of 
some of the greatest of philosophical 
problems.

November -Metesrs 


My Astronomical Correspondent writes: 
November is the most interesting month 
of the year for meteoric-phenomena, the 
most noteworthy showers being the 
Leonids near the middle of the month, and 
the Andromedids and Taurids, 

There are some earlier displays. One 
of the latter occurs to-morrow morning at’ 
6.50, followed by another at 5 p.m. The 
4th, a more important date, gives two at 
1.45 a.m. and 11.50 p.m., while the 5th 
has a secondary one at 10.30 p.m. The 
night of the 9th is marked by considerable 
meteoric intensity, well<efined maxima 
occurring at 10.40 and 12.10, these being 
followed by a‘good secondary maximum on 
the 10th at 10.15 p.m. . 

A large maximum falls on the 13th at 
5.40 a.m., and there is another large one 
later at 11.35 p.m., with two others on the 
next morning at 2.50 and 3.45, while 
secondary maxima occur on the 15th at 
12.50 a.m. and 1.45 a.m. Large maxima, 
like those on the 9th and 13th, are liable 
to be associated with electric or seismic 
disturbanee, and the morning maxima on 
the 15th, 14th and 18th shou'd prove pro- 
ductive of Leonids. 

There is an evening maximum on the 
16th at 9.15, and one in the morning of 
the 18th at 5.20, though there will be 
strong moonlight on those dates as well as 
on the 19th, which has larger maxima 
at 5.25 a.m. and 6.30 a.m. Other maxima 
occur on the 23rd at 7.50 p.m., and on the 
24th at 5.55 p.m. 

On the evenings of the 27th and’ 28th 
maxima fall at 7.55 and 5.55 respectively, 
while there is a secondary maximum on 
the 30th about 11.50 p.m.

Appointmenta Association was presented at a 
meeting held in Trinity College on Novem- 
ber 1.

Sim,—As a citizen and ratepayer, ] feel, 
that I must write a line to protest against 
the thoroughly inefficient way that many of 
the streets of Dublir are ht. Every evening 
about 6.30 o'clock I walk ‘from College Green 
to my home at the upper end of Morehamp- 
ton road, not for pleasure certainly as will 
appéar from my subsequent remarks, but as 
a means of taking exercise after a hard 
day's work, The route is fairly well lit in 
Dawson street and Stephen's Green, but as 
one is by Fitzwilliam square to 
Fitzwilliam place and Upper Leeson 
street, or by Lower and Upper 
Baggot street to Waterloo road ore- 
hampton road itself one proceeds, unless there 
is a full moon, almost in complete darkness. 
One thus runs the risk, not only of bein 
robbed of handbag or dispatch case, but o 
being run over while crossing the streets 
either by motor car or bicycle. 

The latter are particularly dangerous, for 
they not-.only proceed in a reckless manner, 
but are often unprovided with lamps. As no 
policeman is to be observed on the route | 
mention, except at College Green, one walks, 
for the reasons already stated, with a cer 
tain amount of trepidation, not to speak of 
the sinking feeling of depression that grows 
stronger and stronger as one walks further 
through this dismal darkness. If the large

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‘The Totalitarian Trio 


At last the inevitable result of recent 
world-political developments is about to 
happen. On next Saturday an “ Anti 
Komintern ” pact will be signed in Rome 
hy representatives of the Italian. 
German, and Japanese Governments. 
Herr von Ribbentrop, who still officially 
is German Ambassador in London, will 
act on behalf of Herr Hitler ; Count Ciano 
will represent Signor Mussolini; and the 
Japanese Ambassador in Rome will com- 
plete the party It remains to be seen 
what precisely this latest move in the 
political game portends. The Komintern 
is the Communist International, which. 
to all intents and purposes, is the Govern. 
ment of Soviet Russia. Stalin's official 
title still is Secretary-General of the Com- 
munist Party , and there can be very little 
doubt that, however its object may be 
obscured with words and titles, the Italo- 
German-Japanese Pact will be directed 
definitely against the U.S.S.R. In other 
words, Japan has been. brought into the 
sphere which revolves’ round the Rome. 
Berlin axis, and the three Fascist, or 
totalitarian, States—for Japan is just as 
totalitarian as the others—will take their 
stand openly against the Moscow Govern- 
ment. The first thing that mast strike 
the impartial cbserver about this strange 
trio is the incongruity of Germany’s 
partnership with Japan.” One of the 
principal vlanks in the platform of the 
National Socialist Party, which governs 
Germany just as the Communist Party 
governs Russia, always has been its strict 
insistence on the essential kinship of the 
Aryan races, and their natural opposition 
to the non-Aryans. Since when have the 
Japanese joined the charmed circle of 
Herr Alfred Rosenberg’s Nordics! Surely 
they are the very eSsence, of non- 
Aryanism. How will Herr Hitler be able 
to justify a pact with a yellow race 
directed manifestly against the Kussians, 
who, ~after all, are white? Signor 
Mussolini has no compunctions. He 
would ally himself cheerfiilly with the 
Hottentots if he thought that Italy would 
d ive any advantage from the arrange- 
ment; and nobody ‘would blame him. 
Germany’s attitude is a very different 
matter. Is it possible that the Jews are 
at it again? 

Both Germany and Italy have been un- 
usually inconsistent in their dealings with 
the wicked Soviets. So far back as 1922 
the Germans made 4 treaty with the 
Russians at Rapallo, very much to the 
chagrin ‘of the British and the l’rench. 
Four years afterwards a treaty of ‘‘ friend- 
ship and neutrality ” was concluded 
between Berlin and Moscow. It was

Herr Hitler and-Signor Mussolini have 
taken Japan under their joint wing in 
order 6nce again to teach John Bull a 
lesson. Just at present there is a wave of 
anti-Japanese feeling which is spreading 
throughout the world, and it. happens to 
be particularly strong in these islands. 
The public conscience has been revolted by 
the savagery of the Japanese attack on the 
unfortunate Chinese, and the fact that 
several Irish soldiers have lost their lives 
at the hands of the invaders has not 
helped matters. We can understand 
Signor Mussolini's eagerness to espouse 


| any cause that even remotely is directed 


against Communism ; and everybody knows 
that Japan’s invasion of China has as its 
main purpose the stamping out of Com- 
munist intrigue on the Asiatic mainland! 
Herr Hitler’s part in the matter is vastly 
more important. He is known to. be 
anxious to make friends with the British : 
for he holds, not without reason, that an 
Anglo-German entente would solve most of 
Europe’s problems. Nobody was deceived 
by his recent demonstration of German- 
Italian friendship in Berlin, which 
assuredly was meant to impress the British 
Government just as much as Signor 
Mussolini; but we are surprised that he 
should identify himself at. this particular 
moment with an open gesture of sympathy 
with the Japanese. Not only will his 
move retard an improvement in Anglo 
German relations: it ‘also will make a 
deplorable impression in the United 
States. Altogether, it is a sorry affair, 
calculated not to serve the cause of world 
peace, but rather to poison an already 
embittered situation.

War On the Air 


It is interesting to tune one’s wireless 
set to Seville or Barcelona, and to hear 
the shrieks and honkings which contrive 
with greater or less success to drown the 
transmissions. General Franco is deter 
mined that Sefior Negrin’s statements and 
uppeals shall not reach the outer world, and 
Sefior Negrin is no less resolute to keep 
General Franco’s publicity department 
under control. We do not suppose that it 
would make any great difference to any 
civilised person’s conception of the rights 
and wrongs of the Spanish war if. either 
side should contrive. regularly to pierce 
the other’s cordon of noise; for pro- 
paganda, especially that which is emitted 
under the stress of war, has lost its per- 
suasive power. The case is different, 
however, when uncivilised or half-civilised 
persons are the listeners: there pro 
paganda retains a potent effect. It is very 
evident, for example, that Italy’s constant 
transmissions have cCone considerable 
damage to British prestige in the Near 
East. The Italians are proving themselves 
masters of propaganda, and their short- 
wave stations daily fill the Arab ear with 
reports of British ‘‘tyranny’’ and 
“ atrocities ’’—reports to which the 
British Government at present has né 
medium of reply. There is little doubs 
that these Italian broadcasts have done 
much to foment the anti-British movement 
in Palestine, and to excite the student 
element in Egypt. 
become perilous, and at long last the 
British have determined to try the effect 
of counter-propaganda. In Parliament 
last week the jPostmaster-General 
announced that the Government had con- 
sented to the transmission of news in 
languages other than English, and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer now has given 
further details of the project. English 
newspapers deny that any attempt at pro- 
paganda will be made ; they insist that the 


bulletins broadcast in foreign languages. 


will be confined to the simplest statements 
of fact. How long the authorities will be 
permitted to maintain this praiseworthy 
resolve. remains to be seen. It is 
significant that one of the languages 
specifically named in Sir John Simon’s 
announcement is Arabic. Can we conceive 
that Great Britain will be able to counter- 
act Italy’s virulent broadcasts by objective 
and impartial statements of fact. We fear 
that, with the best will in the world, she 
will be forced before long into the position 
of an active belligerent in this “ war of 
the ether.” It is improbable that her 
announcers will offer their dusky listeners 
a daily catalogue of Italy’s real or alleged 
offences against Islam, but they certainly 
will have to contradict certain reports with 
a fair degree of vehemence. We fear that 
a day is coming when wireless broadcast- 
ing as an instrument of entertainment will 


be discarded—a day when the ether will | 


have room for nothing but the recrimina- 
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local authorities the power to concentrate

Motorists in the town of Vah Reenen, 
Natal, are being harassed by the manceu- 
vrings of a strange vehicle. which rushes 
at them with blazing head-lamps in the 
dead of night.

They never can 
persuade themselves, in the face of the 
impending collision, that the mysterious 
vehicle actually is a phantom, and they 
take ‘to the ditches, dragging their motor 
cars behind them. In this coward action, 
however, they are wise; for the ghost car 
may not be the ghost car at all, but merely 
one of the strong men driving through. It 
will be seen what a grave state of unrest 
obtains just now in Van Reenen. The 
citizens either are driving smartly into 
one another in the expectation that one of 
the machines will vanish, or else they aro 
overturning their motor cars to get out of 
the way of something which is not there 
at all. So far as we can see, this unfortu- 
nate situation must persist until such time 
as Van Reenen returns to the buliock cart, 
since no method of laying phantom motor 
cars ever has been devised, or, indeed, 
thought necessary. For many centuries 
travellers have been bothered with ghostly 
coaches and ghostly highwaymen. The 
coaches on occasion have been filled with 
ghostly corpses, and the highwaymen have 
carried their heads in their hands; but 
all this paraphernalia began to look pretty 
silly after the arrival of the petrol] engine. 
When travellers must keep a weather eye 
lifting for motorists who are returning 
from a regimental dinner, ‘and for smash- 
and-grab raiders who are in search of free 
transport, the caperings of a lot of indis- 
tinct anachronisms will weigh with them 
but little. Time, however, marches on— 
and Van Reenen is oppressed by a modern 
mechanical yhost. In the absence of a 
precedent she must work out her own 
salvation, and to that end we would 
suggest something on the lines of phantom 
traflic lights, whose authority, perhaps, 
even a ghost motor car still will respect.

British Policy Defined

Mr. Eden’s speech appears to have 
pleased all parties in the House of 
‘‘ommons, afid he has received ‘warin 
congratulations from Mr. Lloyd Georye 
and Mr. Winston Churchill on what ts 
regarded as the finest and most explicit 
declaration of British policy since the 
close of the Great War, and it is the 
opinion that it must have a marked effect 
on the Continent. There is little doubt 
b.t that it has yiven rise to considerable 
annoyance both in Germany and Italy by 
its references to the former German pos- 
sessions now owned by Italy. In this 
connection it was obvious that Mr. Eden 
was calling attention to the German- 
spealing population of the Tyrol, whom 
Signor Mussolini is still seeking to 
Italianise. Even the members of - the 
Labour Party, if not openly jubilant at 
the speech, were of the opinien that it 
was not untimely, as it possessed that 
touch of plain speaking regarded as food 
for dictators as it is for other people. 


The Brussels Conference 


Mr. Eden, shortly after his arrival in 
Brussels, where he was received by M. 
Spaak, the former Belgian Foreign 
Minister, and the British Ambassa- 
dor, Sir Robert Henry Clove, had a 
meeting with Mr. Norman Davis, the 
United States Ambassador-at-Large, as 
well as with M. Delbos, the French Forvign 
Minister. More importance is attached 
to the former meeting, as the great interest 
in diplomatic circles: just now is whether 
the United States will maintain a strong 
attitude towards. Japan, and whether Mr. 
Norman Davis will take the lead. Rumour 
says that the Conference will endeavour 
to ascertain the maximum concessions 
China is willing to offer, and if these 
should provide a possibility of peace means 


will be found for submitting them to 
Japan. No very yreat interest is taken in 


the Conference in Brussels, where public 
attention 1s devoted more particularly :o 
the national political situation, as the 
country has been without a Government 
for a number of days. 


Japan’s Explanation 


Japan, thinking it necessary that the 
case for action in China needs explana- 
tion in Europe, is sending Viscount Ishii, 
a former Japanese Foreign Minister, and 
one of her greatest. Ambassadors, on a 
mission regarding her attitude, particu- 
larly to Great Britain. Viscount Ishii 
was among the Japanese delegates at all of 
the Peace Conferences of 1919, and has 
presided on several occasions over the 
meeting of the League of Nations Council. 
He is timed to arrive in London about the 
beginning of next month in the hope that 
his arrival will synchronise with the 
closing of the session of the Brussels Con- 
ference.

The Times remarks editorially to-day :— 
The debate on the Address, which was 
concluded yesterday with the defeat of the 
Opposition attack on domestic policy, has 
served a useful purpose in bringing to the 
icst of Parliamentary criticism many 
charges which have sounded plausible when 
uttered from less vulnerable platforms. By 
far the most outstanding personal success 
was achieved by the Foreign Secretary on 
Monday inas h which, it should be 
noted by all whom it may concern, has 
earned the support of all shades of opinion 
a country, and has reduced the con- 

sneers of the Opposition in Parlia- 
ment to noticeably meollified sniggers. The 
speech was a remarkable performance for a 
man whom ceaseless Parliamentary 
assaults and unending preoccupations out- 
side Parliament might well have rendered 
jaded and undecided. On the contrary, 
Mr. Eden has never appeared more lucid 
or more vigorous, and his political status 
in this country has rightly been enhanced. 
It is vital that a speech which corrected 
so many misconceptions shóuld not itself 
be misconceived. / 

Let it be noted, thereforé, that Mr. Eden 
did not abate one jot of the conciliatory 
spirit which has been mistaken, notably 
by the Opposition in this country, and 
perhaps sles thie, for 
timidity. He closed no door except the 
door which leads to the false assumption 
that a policy of force must succeed 
and that a policy of international 
co-operation must fail. No one in future 
can have any excuse for repeating the 
mistake, historically frequent and invari- 
ably disastrous, that the. British Empire 
can be bullied because of its manifest 
reluctance to bite. 

The debate, so far as it was concerned 
with foreign affairs, centred naturally on 
the policy of non-intervention in Spain 
and performed the essential function of 
revealing what is really behind the criti- 
cisms ot that policy. Labour Party’s 
formula, that they are willing to support 
effective non-intervention, sounds very 

lausible, and its plausibility is increased 

y the obvious indignity, which Mr. Eden 
himself admitted in an earlier speech, of 
continuing to be parties to an agreement 
flagrantly viola by other signatories. 
These violations, which have not been 
confined to the foreign supporters of one 
side only, fully justified the view which 
has frequently n expressed by the 
British representative on the Committee, 
that real s should be made with 
the problem of evacuating foreign 
nationals from Spain. :

Other meetings for the preliminary 
exchange of ideas included a conference 
between Mr. Eden and the representatives 
of the Dominions, who are all staying at 
the same hotel, and a long talk between 
President Roosevelt’s representative and 
the Chinese delegation, which includes 
China’s Ambassadors in London, Paris and 
Brussels. 


JAPAN’S ATTITUDE 


All early indications have pointed to an 
attempt at mediation between the two 
belligerents, with the United States and 
Britain inevitably playing a leading réle. 
It must, however, be admitted that very 
little encouragement to such a course has 
come from Tokyo, and Japan’s refusal to 
attend has not made the road easier. 

Germany was the only other Power to 
decline the invitation to be present, and in 
her absence it is widely expected that Italy 
will constitute herself Japan’s unofficial 
spokesman. 7 

The nineteen States attending the 
Conference are:—United States, Britain, 
Soviet Russia, France, China, Italy, 
Belgium, Holland, Portugal, Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Mexico, Bolivia, Aus- 
tralia, Canada, South Africa, New 
Zealand and India. 


CHANCES OF SETTLEMENT 


Its mandate is to seek a solution by 
peaceful agreement of the conflict in the 
Far East. What the Conference has first 
to find out is whether the Japanese are 
prepared to have dealings with the Con- 
ference, and, if so, whether they will state 
on what conditions they are prepared to 
cease hostilities. 

It will also be necessary to ascertain the 
terms on which the Chinese Government 
are prepared to discuss peace. 


Once these factors are established it will 


be possible to estimate the chances of a 
settlement.

Italian Government's 
Bitter Reply 


IIE widespread interest aroused 

by Mr. Anthony Eden’s speech 

in the House of Commons is reflected 
in the following comments :— 

Le Temps writes: ‘‘Mr, Eden’s speech 
is of considerable importance not only 
because it dots the i’s. of British policy, 
but especially because it forces inter- 
national opinion to face realities to which 
all doctrines must adapt themseives. Mr. 
Eden’s language was clear, and without 
doubt brings a fresh note into inter- 
national debate.”’ 

The Journal des Débats terms the speech 
“excellent.” Referring to Mr. Eden’s 
passage on colonies, it says: ‘ Neither 
France nor Great Britain is bound to 
accept orders from a foreign master. ...

Europe.” 

The semi-official news agency introduces

The Voelkischer Beobachter writes: 


“ From his remarks it is clear that Eden 
has not learnt anything as far as concerns 
the German Colonial demands, which are 
not to be dismissed with a superficial 
wave of the hand.” 

The only reference to Mr. Eden’s speech 
in last night’s Diplomatische Korre- 
spondenz voicing the views of the Wilhelm. 
strasse concerns his remarks about Nyon 
and the Soviet Russian shipments to 
Spain. 

It declares: ‘‘ This abuse of an other- 
wise helpful undertaking could be stopped 
by granting belligerent rights to the two 
Spanish parties; for this would aid in 
holding up shipments of arms also outside 
the three-mile zone.”’ 

The Korrespondenz concludes with a 
warning that ‘‘ matters cannot continue as 
they are.”

By capturing Hammersmith and Lambeth, 
Labour extended its control to 17 of 
London's 28 boroughs. Winning 778 seats 
in all, Labour emerged well ahead of the 
Municipal Reform and other anti-Labour 
candidates, who secured 598 seats, and 
suffered a net loss of 51 seats. 

With the exception of a seat won from 
Labour by a Communist at Stepney, 
Labour and the anti-Labour combination 
took every seat between them, the Progres- 
sives and Independents being entirely 
eliminated. 

The Fascists, who had many candidates 
in Bethnal Green and St. Pancras, were 
defeated everywhere, but in the former 
borough they polled better than the Pro- 
gressives.

BELLIGERENT RIGHTS

generally, an | especially on the questions 
which created difficulties last Friday. 
After the Soviet Ambassador’s statement 
a dicussion on the old lines of whether 
abstention from voting was refusal or not 
took place, vut the Sub-Committee came 
to no very defigite conclusions. 

The Soviet Ambassador made the point 
that his abstention was valid at this 
moment. When another stage in the dis- 
cussions was reached the difficult parts of 
the resolution could be discussed afresh 
and another vote taken.

FIREMAN SCALDED 
TO DEATH

IRISH RAILWAY 
ACCIDENT

Fireman William R. Arneill, of Belfast, 
has died in Cavan Hospital from injuries 
received from an escape of steam when 
the driving rod of the railway engine 
broke near Clones last night. 

The driver, Michael Murphy, of Clones, 
is detained in Cavan Hospital. 

The men were driving the 9.30 p.m. 
passenger train from Clones to Cavan, 
which was considerably delayed owing to 
fog, and after travelling for about two 
miles the driving rod broke, penetrating 
the firebox, which caused an explosion, 
and volumes of boiling water and red hot 
coals swept the rear portion of the engine. 

Arneill, who was firing the engine at 
the time, was blown to the rear of the coal 
tender by the force of the escaping steam. 

When news of the accident reached 
Clones a l.ght engine conveying Dr. J. G. 
Keirans and other helpers was rushed to 
the scene, but the rescue work was con- 
siderably hampered by the dense fog, and 
there was difficulty in locating the injured 
man, who reached hospital about 1 o'clock 
this morning. Both the injured men were 
stationed at Cavan. 
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PIG-PRODUCERS 
COMPLAIN

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TROUBLE IN BORDER 
COUNTIES 


From OUR ConRRESPONDENT, 
DUNDALK, Tuesday. 


That the Border counties of the Free State— 
Louth, Monaghan and Cavan especially—were 
badly hit by the new regulations for the 
sale of pigs was the view expressed at Dun- 
dalk to-day when Louth Agricultural Com- 
mittee asked that three of their members— 
Messrs. J. T. McGee, Chairman of the Louth 
County Council; James Duffy and George 
Markey—should be heard by the Department 
of Agriculture. 

Mr. Duffy stated that the position was be- 
coming intolerable. Pigs which had been 
ready for killing three weeks ago could not 
be taken until now, and the result was that 
the farmers had lost £1 per pig and had fed 
them for an additional three weeks. That 
was due to the facfí that the local factory 
quotas had been exhausted long ago and they 
were unable to take the pigs when they were 
ready. If there was a decent market for pigs 
the present pig population could easily be 
increased by fifty per cent. 

Mr. M. Campbell suggested that the De- 
partment! should be asked to hold an in- 
quiry into the conditions in the three named 
counties, and stated that lorries of pigs were 
going each week to Dublin when the local 
factories were unable to accept all the pigs 
ready for them. 

Mr. Markev said that the fact was that 
while bacon was not a good »rice to the pro- 
ducer it was extremely dear for the con. 
sumer, who was always called on to pay for 
grade ‘‘A’’ bacon, no matter what he was 
supplied with. 

Mr. Duffv said that one of their greatest 
blows along the border was that formerly the 
entire supply of pigs produced in Louth, 
Monaghan and Cavan were sold to Northern 
Treland firms in the pork markets. This mar- 
ket was now closed to them, and apparently 
they were not getting anything in its place, 
for the quotas allowed the local factories were 
ridiculously small. 

The Chairman (Mr. McGahon) said that 
the present system seemed to cater only for 
five or six big people. That meant the cut- 
ting out of the small men, who provided the 
local market and supplied the local needs far 
better and cheaper than the big firms ever 
did. In the old days in Dundalk three et 
four local men killed and cured at least 
twenty pigs each, and sold the bacon cheapiy 
locally. That enterprise was now entirely 
killed. 

Mr .Duffy said that the people were, no 
doubt, keen on rearing pigs, because thev 
knew all about them, but they were unable 
to carry on the job because they were heing 
‘discouraged every day in the week. What 
they wanted was practical men to advise the 
Government and not leave everything in the 
hands of the big men.

‘f° HE annual meeting of 
[ Synod of the United Dioceses of Down 
and Connor and Dromore was held in 
Belfast to-day, and there was a large attend- 
ance, 

Defining ‘the attitude of the Christian 
Church to world affairs, the bishop, the 
Right Rev. Dr. J. F. McNeice, in his address, 
said i 

‘Tt is not the business of the Church to 
decide when and in what circumstances war 
may be permissible. and physical force 
employed,’’ he said, '' but it is its responsi- 
bility to plead for the better way, of con- 
ference and arbitration, and, in season and 
out of season, to proclaim that there is no 
problem which could not thus be solved more 
equitable than by way of war.” 

Urging the necessity for parochial halls, 
the Bishop said :—‘‘A mistake, I felt certain, 
was made in the too quick’ transference of 
our school buildings .to the.Ministry of 
Education. It was intended to be a gesture 
of good-will, but it resulted in the crippling 
of the work of the Church in ‘some of the 
crowded city parishes, Some substitutes for 
the buildings presented to the State should 
have been in sight before the transference 
was made.” 

After a reference to the Coronation, the 
Bishop said that he had the privilege, with 
some others, of representing the Church of 
Ireland at two Ecumenical Conferences in 
1957. That in life and work met in Oxford. 
It was, indeed, a memorable gathering, repre- 
sentative of almost every country and almost 
every race. Men distinguished in letters, in 
science, in the great Universities, in the 
Churches, had come together to confer con- 
cerning the problems confronting the Church 
in the modern world. 


THE STATE 


“ The State,” he said, “ has a place of its 
own in God’s scheme of things. It may be 
argued—it often has been—that if the State 
is not Christian it has no claim on the al- 
legiance of individual Christians. Than this 
nothing could be more in conflict with the 
teaching of the New Testament. The magis- 
trate or the policeman, an official of the 
State. is, according to St. Paul, God's 
minister, and he beareth not the sword in 
vain. And that State of which St. Paul 
spoke, and of which the magistrate was an 
official. was not a Christian State: it had 
Nero for its king. 

‘* The essence of the State, it has been well 

said, is the. subordination of all force to 
the authority of law. But that is not the 
essence of the Church. What is permissible 
oftentimes in the State may never be per- 
missible for the Church. The Church can 
never be sub-Christian without disloyalty to 
its Lord. The State has to check the evil 
act and to punish the evil act, and. in so 
doing, often has to use physical force. But it is 
the responsibility of the Church to witness 
for the possibility of converting the evil will, 
and thus for the bringing of force under 
the authority of love. 
“Christendom does not speak with one 
voice, and too frequently the organised 
Churches themselves have been apologists for 
nationalist or racial .policies over against 
a world largely militarist and largely anti- 
Christian.”

Commission to decide, but the Commission 
could make recommendations on them.

CORONER'S PLEA FOR 


RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


Dealing with the state of religion in the 
United Dioceses, the Dishop said that at the 
meeting of the Board of Religious Education 
it was a shock to them to be informed that 
59 parishes had disregarded the Board's 
appeal for funds with which to carry on its 
work. It might be that some of these 
ogee had since sent in their  utributions, 
Í there was one object: which all should 
support it was this. At present when there 
was a general trend toward secularism they” 
must, as far as in them lay, see to it that 
the children of the Church were given that 
knowledge which was profitable for instruc- 
tion, for correction and for discipline, “I 
rejoice to know,” His Lordship proceeded, 
“that many of the clergy not only are 
leaders in the Sunday schoois, but also visit 
reguiarly the day schools and give religious 
instruction. But the task in its completion is 
too great for the clergy. We can never 
be too grateful for the service rendered to 
the Church by the trained teachers in our 
elementary schools. I jook back with pleasure 
to some 50 years of happy comradeship with 
teachers who put their skill and their special 
knowledge at the disposal of the Church, 
It is sometimes su gested that the sums spent 
on education in Northern Ireland are too 
large. I do not take,that view. Whether 
we think of the university, of the secondary | 
schools, or of the elementary schools, it 
would, 4 believe, be disastrous to effect 
economies. 

“A mistake, I feel certain, was made in 
the too quick transference of our school 
buildings to the Ministry of Education.

Upening a discussion on ‘food prices,” 
Mrs. Jean Coote, co-operative inovement ex- 
pert, declared that subsidies created a ficti- 
tious price for the necessar’es of life. ! 

Towards the end of her remarks she said 
that women were not good housekéepers, and 
qualified her statement by adding: ' They do 
not buy consistently or properly » o« they 
buy from meal to meal... .’ 

She strongly urged the formation of a con- 
sumers’ organisation. 

Introducing the speaker, the chairwoman 
(Mrs. Mitchel) said that Mrs. Coote had a 
vety long association with the co-operative 
movement, and was an expert on sub- 


food pri

ject. 

Everybody, said Mrs. Coote, must accept 
the principle that where there were subsidies 
there must be control. It was.unreasonable 
to expect the Government to disperse large 
sums of money without exercising some con- 
But where 
she quaryelled with the Government was that 
it made no attempt to protect the consumer's 
interest. Su'sidies had another bad tendency : 
they created fictitious values. In the present 
year the Government had granted £350,000 
to the butter industrv and controlled. the price 
at 1s, 3d. a Ilb.—incidentally, as a housekeeper, 


she considered that a ridiculous price. But 
this, to her mind, was the one industry 
that should not have been subsidised. The 


creamery industry of Ireland was not a 
new industry; it had heen the mainstay of 
the country for so long as she could 
remember. 


“SOUND BASIS” 


“However,” continued Mrs, Coote, ‘‘since 
we have haa our own Government there 
have been subsilies one after the other, put 
on industries which have been inexistence 
for years to ‘put them on a sound basis.’ 
I often wonder what those industries were 
like before the subsidies were put on.” 

She went on to say that the Minister for 
Agriculture had created a fictitious value for 
butter when he had fixed it (originally) at 
ls. 5d. Ib., and the farmers were now taking 
that fictitious price and were trying to make 
it the real price This year the value of 
butter had risen in other. countries, and the 
immediately 
wanted the price increased in this country, 
notwithstanding the fact that the consumer 
had for some years bees paying at least 4d. 

. In excess of the true value of butter. 
Sugar in this country was id. lb. dearer 
than in England. If the consumers did not 
take action the price of sugar was going to 
remain at 3d a lb., and that would he the 
normal price for it simply because it had 
been established for a number of years. 
“We will not be allowed to depart from 
that price unless we mak. a row,” she said.

The 
Commission, she said, had examined the 
prices of lots of things—bricks, slates, 
cements and the like—but seldom had con- 
sidered the prices of the commodities which 
appeared on the breakfast table. 

he Commission, she thought, was going 
the wrong way about its work. The house- 
wife going about the city: found that one 
commodity might have four different prices. 
Excessive overhead charges might account 
for some of the differences, but could not 
account for a difference of 9d. in the Ib, 
During the salmon season, for instance, one 
could ‘buy salmon in Dublin at any price 
from 1s. 9d. to 2s. 8d. The Commission 
should indúire where the shopkeeper was 
buying his supplies, what he was paying, 
what his overhead charges were, and see if

It was impossible in. this country, he said,

The speaker welcomed the 
appointment of a committee on design and 
industry, and congratulated the Government 
on securing the services of so many eminent 
men.

A TECHNICAL STAFF 


The speaker further urged the formation ot 
a technical general staff in a national 
scientific or physical laboratory. English, 
German and American’ industry recognised 
the need for expert advice and paid huge 
sums for it. Many Irish firms needed advice 
of technicians, but were unable to pay for 
it. Agriculture was an example of this. 
There was a tendency in this country to re- 
gard criticism of the national ideals or the 
national religion as wicked. Such an attitude 
in the face of criticism must be disastrous 
alike for nation, religion, art, and science.

Already the average man had to sign half a 
dozen papers before his breakfast, and tre 
could imagine what the position would be 
with further Government interference, ‘io- 
vernments were only interested in getting 
into power and staying there, and when they 
appointed committees to do things they. 
merely got people to ' take the knock” for 
them. '

Perturbed at the decline in the Irish 
poultry industry, Louth Agricultural Com- 
mittee, at Dundalk to-day, called on the 
Department of Agriculture to fimance a 
scheme whereby incubators and houses wenld 
be provided at a cheap rate for farmers’ an} 
cottagers’ wives. i 

Mr. James Duffy stated that. the pou'try 
industry was declining at an alarming rate. 
‘hig was due in great measure to the fact 
that their markets were now very poor, and 
also to the very high cost of feeding stuffs. 
The wives of small farmers who had hitherto 
kept the poultry industry going splendidly 
were now not keeping hens, They found thu 
the industry was not paving. 

The Chairman (Mr. T. F. MeGahon) sail 
that some vears ago forty tons of pou! 


per week were shipped from Dundalk, and 
that trade had now disappeared, It repre- 
sented a tremendous amount of money comin: 
back into the country and to the c'asa of 
people who needed it most—the small farmers. 

Mr. Mathew Camonubell said that the 


markets had been ruined. Not long ago 
there were twenty buyers to the three there 
were now. The tariffs hed killed the in- 
dustry, and peoole were finding that they 
were not making money by keeping fowl. it, 
looked as if the people were heing asked 
to build up again an industry that had been 
killed by the economic war.

hitting the industry, and there was another 
factor, which was the destruction of birds 
by foxes. Jt was a fact that the people at 
home were now eating more fowl than they 
had formerly done.

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MARTIAL LAW IN
